Scotland 
may actually have no grounds for 
protest, because the rules of the 
competition do not forbid the use 
of visiting players. 

But the South Australian Soc- 


cer Association had notified the 
Victorian . Association: that the 
players had been refused clear- 
ances to play here, and that they 
would incur automatic suspensions 
if they played. The sponsors of 
Jugoslavia were duly advised of 
this, but nevertheless played two 
of the visitors — left half-back 
Jaksa and inside-right Vincic. 

It would hence appear that the 
rights and wrongs of the matter 
are not within the province of the 
Sunday International League, but 
seem to come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Association.
